What is commonly termed ‘“superphos- 
phate” is a mixture of all three, but the 
soluble or one-lime phosphate is the essen- 
tial part, and. the more there is of it the 
better. Bone meal is very finely ground 
bones, aud, being nearly imsoluble, acts 
slowly on plants, being gradually dis- 
solved by the carbonic acid in the water of 
the soil. ‘Superphosphates” are power- 
ful fertilizers for crops growing on soils 
which need them. On other soils they 
often do no good.at all. They must be 
tested in different localities to find where 
they are required.

This is what Sir J. B. Lowes of Eng- 
land, the best living authority says upon 
the subject: ‘The whole question of nitro- 
gen is regulated by the amount of crop. 
There is no necessity.for much if any artifi- 
cial supply of nitrogen if you are satisfied 
with 25 bushels (of wheat) per acre, which 
I see is the estimate made of your crop by 
one of your visitors. If, however, you 
will try and add another 10 bushels per 
acre to the crop you will soon find that soil 
and atmosphere will fail you. 1 am quite 
disposed to think that 24 bushels of wheat 
per acre without ammonia would pay bet- 
ter than a much larger crop with it. So | 
am not suggesting that you should grow 
larger crops. All I say is that very few 
soils can furnish by nitrification enough 
nitric acid to supply the requirements of a 
large wheat crop.”

Blue Mondays are expected to be ap- 
pee by our pastors, but of late I 
ave had my share. Mental and physical 
reaction, a listless, unappreciative con- 
gregation or chureh jars may be the cause 
of a minister's blue Monday, but mine be- 
gins Monday noon when! take down our 
lines of carefully washed and dried colored 
clothes and find the bright colors faded and 
run together and pretty garments streaked 
and spoiled by washing. This week, 
baby’s blue gingham sunbonnet and two 
be dresses came from the wash so 
aded as to look hardly fit to wear again, 
and that too, after I had seen they were 
properly washed with hard soap, rinsed in 
salted water and taken in doors as soon as 
dry. Each day I live I am more fally con- 
vinced we live in an age of sham and de- 
ceit. Sometimes we look into the past and 
pity our grandmothers becavse they had 
no sewing machines, no Dover egg beaters, 
no lightuing stove polish, no Dalmatia in- 
sect powder to exterminate the flies of that 
period, but I pity ourselves, there is so 
little in the market now that is what it 
seems to be. 

Perhaps it is one of the lost arts, a fast 
blue on cotton. I can find nothing of that 
color that water and sun does not fade. | 
like the color much for myself and the 
children, and wish I could learn to pass 
by the beautiful webs exposed for sale, 
and imstead, buy honest choeolates and 
Turkey red prints, but I am sure to see 
somet ng so pretty; dainty sprigs or 
vines on delicate blue ground, or shades of 
blue in some lovely pattern, so that I will 
cheat myself by the delusion that salt 
water or bran water or gallwater will sure- 
ly set the colors in washing, and buy the 
cloth I do, and fade it will, in spite of the 
baths it undergoes when first washed. I 
have used linings of faded blue print, ging- 
ham and cotton momie cloth, entirely, the 
past yearor two, silent witnesses of my 
folly. 

As a source of aggravation in this mat- 
ter, Ihave our paper rag-bag that some- 
mise’ A made a great many years ago. It’s 
made of bright blue print dotted with tin 
white polka spots, the whole lined with 
stout drilling. I doubt not it has hung 
there by the stair window for forty years, 
swayed by summer,winds, drifted on to by 
winter snows, and exposed to sunlight the 
year round, and still it’s the same sky-blue, 
gay old bag, in spite of time and my own 
occasional energetic, malicious washings 
in strong soap suds, just to see if I could 
start the color. 

We often see bits of beautifal prints in 
the patchwork of ancieut comfortables and 
quilts. How think you will pieces of 
our modern calicoes look in fitty years 
from now if constantly exposed to wear 
and sun as these old sp s have been? 
Our ancestors may have had scantier 
wardrobes than ours, but what they did 
have was durable and good, often rich, if I 
may judge from heirlooms [I frequently 
see. How giad Il should be fora strong, 
homespun, butternut colored suit for my 
little pants tearing boy, and two for his 
still more energetic father. They would 
save me a deal of patching. 

Lately I have raveled two worn rag 
carpets for reweaving. One of them | 
made six years ago, the other was a gift 
from an old lady who said it had been 
woven 29 years. Yet, the rags and warp 
of this old carpet I found much stronger 
than in the one 1 sewed but six years ago. 
[ accounted for this by remembering how 
much stronger was the material of which 
rag carpets were made thirty years ago 
than the odds and ends of clothing, shoddy 
and rotteu, even when new, that we have 
now-a-days to sew for carpets. 

Sometimes we cau find strong, coarse, 
eclored warp, prepared for weaving, but 
my experience teaches me that the strong- 
est warp is that one prepares for themselves, 
doubling and twisting the white cotten 
skeins and dying with something that will 
not rot the threads. Catechu for brown 
and sumach buds for drab, I like best. 
The striped warp makes pretty carpets if 
the colors wear well. Some use coarse 
spool cotton for warp, others linen thread. 
I do not like either, especially if the web 
is quarter sleyed. The strands of the a 
run so near together they cannot sink much 
into the rags and so are exposed to all the 
wear. A very few vigorous sweepings by 
amore energetic than wise sweeper will 
break strands and soon you are astounded 
to find holes in your new carpet, 

If one has dull or faded rags and wishes 
to avoid much colo ,» ahandsome and 
odd carpet can be made by sewing the rags 
“hit and miss,” then color them all dark 
brown in a or of catechu. Usea gay 
striped warp which can be bought at some 
stores ready for the loom, care being 
taken to buy from off the right end of the 
warp web. As it isthe warp that always 
gives way first in these home made car- 
pets so to get very strong warp and use 
for filling anything that will hold together 
while being woven.

Sources of Nitrogen to Plants. 





The following abstract of a communic: 
tion by Prof. Wenig of Prussia to th 
American Farmer contains his views upo 
the above subject. Nitrogen is diffused a 
over and through our globe. Almost fou 
fifths of the surrounding atmosphere cor 
sists Of nitrogen, free and unfixed, onl 
mixed mechanically with oxygen, while a 
organic bodies and matters, whether belong 
ing to the animal or vegetable kingdom 
contain nitrogen fixed chemically. A 
soon as these matters purify, nitrogen ay 
pears partly combined with hydrogen, viz 
as ammonia, or with oxygen, viz., as nitri 
acid. These compounds are suspended i 
the atmosphere, although in minute pro 
portions they fall down with rain or snow 
With all the excess of free nitrogen in th: 
atmosphere plants may starve for want 0 
nitrogen, for by all careful experiments 
our scientific men have not succeeded ir 
feeding plants with the free, uncombinec 
nitrogen of the atmosphere. On the con 
trary, they have become convinced thal 
free nitrogen is not a direct nourishment. 
Nitrogen only in connection with hydro- 
gen, that is, as ammonia, or in connection 
with oxygen, that is, as nitric acid, isa 
true nourishment for the vegetable king- 
dom. 

Plants take all their nourishment either 
out Gf the soil in a liquid state by aid of 
their roots, or out of the atmosphere by 
aid of their leaves. ‘The soil contains 
different nitrogenous ingredients; the at- 
mosphere, also, as said before, besides 
free nitrogen, contains traces of nitrogenous 
matters, ammonia and nitric acid. To prove 
whether plants can live on the free nitro- 
gen of the atmosphere, or of the inorganic 
kingdom, our scientists take either clean 
quartz sand, or common soil burned out so 
that all nitrogen is destroyed, set plants in 
that burned soil, cover it with a large 
glass bell and keep it moist with chemical- 
ly clean water. 

The atmosphere within the glass bell sur- 
rounding the plants they, purify of all ad 
mixtures, so that only pure oxygen and 
pure nitrogen are within reach of the 
Plants. ‘The result is, and always will be, 
the plants cease togrow any more for 
Want of nitrates. The same experiment 
made, but by adding a small quantity, 
of nitrates, about one three thousandth 
part of the weight of the soil—nitrogen in 
that form is taken up by the leaves and 
foots, the plant will begin to grow, will 
flourish, ripen and produce fruit. The 
same experiment repeated without depriv- 
ing the surrounding atmosphere of its ad- 
mixture of nitrogenous matters, be they 
either traces of ammoniacal gases or of 
nitric acid, will admit the growing of the 
plant it will be but a very poor one. It keeps 
hungry all its lifetime, brings forth but 
few smal) grains, while when provided 
with one three thousandth part of the soil 
weight of either sulphate of ammonia or 
Chili saltpetre, a plant will spring up rich, 
gross, luxuriant, will flourish and will 
bring forth an hundred fold. These ex- 
periments show that nitrogen is indispen-

are not able to draw free nitrogen out of
